Lit a
match and found he didn't know who
the man was. Left him and went into
the house. There was no smell of liquor
about the man. Witness had never seen
the man since.

Mr. Kirby spoke to the man hur. got
no reply. Hir hat was pulled down over
his eyes, and witness put his hand on
top of the hat. Detected no signs of

liquor about the man.

Mark Chase sald he saw a man with
a brown hat and black coat In a
buggy In front of the Borden hounse
Just before 11 o'clock on the morning of
the murder. ke never saw the man be-
fore. Noon recess.

After the recess Dr. Benjamin J.
Handy testified that he passed the Bor-
den house between 10,20 and 10.40 on the
morning of the murder, and saw & me-
dlum-aized young man of pale complex-
fon, with eyvea fixed on the sldewalk.

A charge of sacrilege has been made
against the monks. This Is a crime
